Editor's note—Last week tho NEWS reported that Mr. Harry 
Woodruff had returned to Washington, D. C., following a fort¬ 
night of rest in his former home city. Mr. Woodruff promised to 
write a resume of his experience in Germany recently when ltc 
was summoned there by the International Refugee Organization 
as tin appraiser of gems. Tito letter follows: 

Tito story written in the loot of diamonds, precious stones, gold, 
silver and platinum that I was culled upon as the official gem- 
ologist appraiser for the Internalinnal Refugees Organization to 
appraise is one of the most tragic in till history. My approach lo 
the assignment was from a purely humanitarian standpoint, real¬ 
izing the desperate condition of all the thousands of displaced 
persons who arc looking to the U. S. A. for relief and rehabilita¬ 
tion. The fact that it was necessary for me to work at the Reichs- 
bank in Frankfort, A. M., a city that is 75 per cent destroyed, was 
very depressing with its population underciothed, underfed and 
with no employment, forced to pilfer to keep going. Tiiere is a 
large sign in front of the Carlton hotel (one of the two left stand¬ 
ing) that reads “Don’t leave valuables in your car.” 

Our committee was attached 
to the Finance Division of Am¬ 
bus Roar which is the military 
government of Germany. 

Our headquarters wore in the 
Reichsbank, now called tlte For¬ 
eign Exchange Depository. We 
occupied the room which con¬ 
tained a largo walnut table on 
which wc spread the loot as it 
was brought up to us from the 
vaults below. Tlte appraisal 
was made under the watchful

been melted by the Nazis into 
crude bars. As the picture con¬ 
tinues to unfold, boxes of per¬ 
sonal jewelry of every deserip- 
lion, pitiable treasures rifted 
from dead and living victims 
of Nazi spite and hate, were 
presented for appraisal, upwards 
of one million wedding rings 
from the fingers of Hitler’s vic¬ 
tims. The thoroughness with 
which this looting was carried 
out can be had when we were 
asked to look at sets of watch¬ 
makers' tools, dental instru¬ 
ments, leather wallets, cameras 
and even glass cutlers that con¬ 
tained very small diamonds. 

Diamond jewelry of every 
description from antiques over 
150 years old, set with rose-cut 
diamonds mounted in silver, to 
modern pieces containing fine 
quality stones weighing 10 to 
15 carats, also many papers of 
loo:" stones, all sizes and all 
qualities, A large portion of 
these pieces carried colored 
stones in combination with dia¬ 
monds. Most of these pieces had 
to be broken up, the stones re¬ 
moved, marked and cleaned, then 
e'-ivsified as to size and color 
and papered for the market and 
the gold and platinum content 
retained for smelting and re¬ 
fining. Box after box of sterling 
silver of every description were 
brought, forth, some with exqui¬ 
site examples of engraving exe¬

material, where a spark ran 
light in it is aerial flight. Recent 
fires prove that this does hap¬ 
pen and we KNOW it. Why wail 
until ii occurs in your own 
vicinity or on your own property 
before you arc convinced? There 
is no absolute certainty as to 
the cause of all fires other than 
that they start amid combus¬ 
tible materials. Evidence some¬ 
times points a I different rea¬ 
sons, but when a faulty incin¬ 
erator is in the region, we real¬ 
ize that a fire could have starl- 
ed from a sir a y spark from 
there. When a chimney or ve.it 
fiom a stove or fireplace is 
without a spark arrester, we 
Know a fire can start from 
that source. It is wise and 
profitable to be sure (hat your 
properly is protected from those 
hazards by conducting your own 
investigation.
